The Tariff Deception. 



It will be soen that Mr DoCosmos is 
stilt persisting in his igoobl.o effort to 
mislead lliu farmers upon tho 
subject of Customs Toriffsj bj 
endeavoring to indueo tbom to expect 
that the Dominion Parliament will give 
British Columbia a special tariff which, 
while possessing all the advantages of 
reduced luxation enjoyed nnder the 
Canadian tariff, will extend substantial 
protection to tho farmers— one possess- 
ing all the good qualities and (roe from 
tho faults ot both. Wo have stated all 
along that there ia uot tho slightest 
groand for expecting that tho Parlia- 
ment of Canada will do anything of tho 
kind. Nay, there is the very beat ground 
for asserting that Parliament will not 
eutortain tiicti a proposition for a single 
moment, To do so would bo lo infringe 
a fundamental constitutional principle, 
and thereby throw open tho door to no 
ond of trouble. To do so would bo to 
alter tho basis of Union and givo -Bri- 
tish Columbia "boitor term*" at u 
time when the Government will uoed to 
put forth all its strength to defend tho 
terms already granted. From whatever 
point of view lb» qoestiou is regarded, 
it is utterly unreasonable to expoet that 
Canada will do anything of tho kind ; 
and wo feel quite certain that tho moro 
intelligent ot the farmers themselves 
begin to see the .natter in this light. 
Indeed, we bolit-vo we may go a step 
further, and assert that no luun in the 
Colony know- hotter than MrDeCosmod 
himsoif that it is utterly unreasonable 
and absurd lo expect anything of iho 
kind ; and, consequently, his etlorts to 
mislead public opinion on thia point 
must bo aitrihuted to something worse 
than ignorance. rVo behove wo will 
not be betraying confidence in stating 
tbat a prominent memborof tho Cana- 
dian Cabinet has uosurod us that there is 
not tho must remote probability "f Bn- 
tit-h Columbia obtaining any such con 
ces-ion. Our Delegates, ho said, ap- 
peared lo attach so very much importance 
to British Columbia haing ullowed lo re- 
tain the present tarifflor a period, that 
the Cubiuet reluctantly consented to 
ttio roten lion of that tariff untd tho 
completion of railway communication ; 
but the fact lh.it, under this exeppttonul 
prevision, the people of British Column 
bia would cnulributu largely toward* 
tho Federal revenue in exoess of what 
would be required of them under tho 
Dominion lurid', bad very much to do 
with obtaining tho sanction of Parlia- 
ment to a principle open to gravo oh. 
jection. In view of these circumstances 
the Minister regordod it as extremely 
improbable that Parliament would turn 
round now and voluntarily forego that fi- 
nancial advantage, or any portion 
thereof ; and as for tho larger and 
wilder'proposition ol u now and apeoial 
tariff for this Province, bo regarded it as 
altogether oat ol tho question, More- 
over, he unhesitatingly expressed it as 
his opinion that British Columbia would 
be infinitely better under the Dominion 
tariff. Under tho present tariff there 
wero no provisions (or tho free ad. 
mission by Ortler in Council many things 
which might very soju beeomo uf very 
great iuap< rtanee ; and if retained, it 
Aotild have i>> be enforced in all its 
cast-iron inflexibility. For instance, 
under tho Dominion tariff, mining ma- 
chinery could bo got in free, while un- 
der the British Columbia tariff it could 
and would not, and the prospeots are 
that Ibis item alone would represent a 
very large amount of revenue, From 
all the«o advantages our pooplo vvoultl 
debar themselves by retaining tho pre- 
sent tariff, besides steadily paying 
about one-third more into tha Federal 
treasury than there is the slightest oc - 
casion 10 do. And there can bo no 
doubt that such is tbe e >rrect view ot 
tho euljeot ; but, somehow, Mr DeCos- 
muH appears determined to persist in 
bis waywardness, and he is evidently 
making an etlort to get us many obe- 
dieni tools oleotod to the now Legiala- 
luie us possible, with tho hope ot further 
postponing the acceptance of tho Cana- 
dian tariff. With this objeot in view his 
iustruuieuts have been instructions to 
made themselves all things unto all men ; 
and lionet' it is that ■» e find Borne ot thou,, 
us wu> the eu^o lait * oar, promising to 
go lor the Canadian thrill in order to 
catch vo'.e-, when it i:i perfectly Oertuin 
that, if i lected, they would bo found 
following then •' m . - 1 • i " in Ins tanff 
vagaries. But the people are not likely 
to bo .old on 'bis question a second 
time, and Mr D C emus' followers in 
lLo new Houmi will he few in number 
uod nil it influence. Seombiu people, 
mid OBpeein ly the working men, ure 
doifcrnitucd itiui they n'e no going lo 
tuhiuitui.y longer to anob crushing and 
needless taxation upon the uecoasarieB 
ol lit'', and, eou6cquuDily, there will be 
found few DeCosmositen in tho now 
Legislature.

The Stranding of the Afrincdurt. 

[Lomlon Times, Aug. Mth.] 

• The Minute of tho Board of Admiralty 
ou the negligent slrundiug of Her Majesty's 
ship Agincourt will relievo the oountry 
from a grout unxiely and dispel any momen- 
tary misgiving which may huvo been eug- 
gested as to tha firmness of Mr Goecheu 
und bii colleagues in upholding ihe disoi- 
pliuo of thu Navy. Seldom has so sweep- 
ing a sentence been pronounced by tho Ad- 
mirulty ; bu - , on the other band, seldom 
havo tho annals of tho Navy revealed such 
wtdespreod negligence, Vico Admiral Wei- 
lesloy, O B, aud Hear Adrnirol Wilmot, O B, 
uro directed to strike their flags; Captains 
Wells aud Benmi-h ol thu Minolour atd 
Aaincourl are superseded together with tho 
Admirals; Stall Commander Kiddlo, tho 
Senior Navigating Officer of the Flagship, 
is plueed upon balf-pay, and if tho roport 
bo ooireet thnt tbe Apinouuri is to bo paid 
oil Stall Commander Knight ol thst ship 
will BolTor the same lalo; whilo the Cap- 
tains and Navigating Officers of tho War- { 
rior ond Northumberland, the ships astern 
of the Aj»inconrt, are oensurcd for not ap- 
prising tho Aginoourt of the immediate 
danger into which she was standing. Not 
only are these signal examples made of the 
officers who nrei moet to bliimo, but tho duties 
so generally I ransgreesod huve been defined 
in terms of the most exact precision ; und, 
finally, f.lio approbation of their Lordships is 
given to ihe officers and men of the Squadron 
lor their exertions in lightening and rescuing 
the Agineourt, with an express notice ol tho 
skill exhioited by Captain Lord Gilford in 
rendering the assistance of iho Hercules. We 
cuunot sufficiently express the satisfaction wo 
feel that u gnat emergency in the hidory of 
the Navy Ihh been met io a manner tqnal 
io its importance and we congratulate il o 
country that Mr Geschen ond his Board 
have txhibhed so full a capacity lor the stern 
duties of oonnnand. 

We must not, indeed, blink Ibe fact tbat a 
great emergency had arisen and that the 
disaster which befill the Aginoourt, and has 
also hfclallou the Psyche un the Caledonia, 
betokens a gradual but dangerous decline in 
the navigation of the British Navy. Sioatn, 
wnioh has ndJed so groat a power to our 
fleets, has largely impaired Ibe qualilieo ol 
eaamansbip und navigation which once dis- 
tinguished our naval c Ulcers. Bclore tho in- 
troduction ol steam into the Navy every de- 
parture Irom a harbor or return to port was 
an exorcise io seamanship, navigation and 
pilotage lor the Captain and Lieu.enant as 
well as for the Maeter ol the ship. Now il 
is ihe rarest incident when tha conamunder 
trusts to anything but steam for moving in 
or out ol harbor, and the ship's direction is 
very generally left exclusively to tbe navi 
gating officer and engineer. This alone oan 
account lor the surprising apalhy with 
whioh Admiral?, Captains and officers of the 
watch filiko on tho recent occasion in Gib- 
raltar Bay Buffered Stuff Commanders Kid- 
dle and Knight, without check or interior- 
ence, lo steer the Fleet into evident dnnger. 
The Staff Commander of Ihe Minotaur look, 
indeed, the Vico Admiral's enrc'iop. through 
tho Flag C'lptuin, for the successive changes 
of coorse ; but neither Admiral nor Flap 
Cantain, as the Minute stales, 'satitfied biun- 
sdl by examination of the courses proposed, 
and by seeing them laid oil on the chart^ 
that the squadron wou'd be taken a sn(o 
distance from a wellknown and dangerous 
shoal,' It wss not in ono only of the ships 
that this neglect occurred, bat in every ship 
cl Ibo squadrou — and tho Board ol Admiralty 
havo shown a duo sense of the neceesity of 
•he position in tho*, by a salu ory severity 
' impressing upon all officers in cornrasnd 
tbo necessity lor the ntrnoet vigilance and 
uoremiuiog attention to the navigation of tho 
ships intrusted to their care.'
